Urge Removal... 
Of Weeds Now 


Property owners were urged to- 
day to go to the city hall and 
sign up to. have their weeds re- 
moved or to get to the task “Or 
doing the job themselves. 

Fire Chief Howard Paulin re- 
minded Uplanders that if they in-| 
dicate that they want the city to 
remove weeds from their yards 
that it will be done promptly ‘and 
they will be billed direct for the 
cost of the job. However, if they 
wait too long after the weed no- 
tices have been posted, the city 
will have to remove the weeds and 
then the costs will be added to 
the tax rolls. 


Practically every home in the 





city has already received its weed | 


“poster”. It is to remind prop- 
erty owners of the annual spring 
cleaning and to give them ample 
notice before the city steps in and 
Anyone desiring to 
remove the weeds himself may do 
so providing he doesn’t delay too 
long. 

It was brought out by Chiéf 
Paulin that May is-a dangerous 
month for weed fires and for that 
reason all weeds should be de- 
stroyed immediately or as soon 
as possible.. He pointed out that 
last May there were 34 weed fires 
and that every effort should be 
made this year to reduce this fig- 
ure. 

“Only by cleaning out youi 
weeds now can we hope to Keep 
the number cf fire hazards in the 
city at a minimum,” Chief Paulin 
Said.
